OTTAWA, Dec. 27. --The appoint- 
'iiient of Mr. Justice Killiam to 
the position of chairman of ilie 
railway commission will be made 
this week. 

Following up the move to develop 
trade between Canada and Mexico, the 
department of trade and' commerce has 
appointed A. W. Donly, 'formerly of 
Sinieoe, Out., as Canadian commercial 
agent in llio city of Mexico. Mr. Donly 
is a brother of Mr. 13. Donly, the de- 
feated Liberal candidate in Norfolk at 
the federal elections. Mr. A. W. Donly 
has lived in Mexico for the past 15 
years and lias large business connec- 
tion's throughout the republic. He reads, 
speaks and writes the Spanish language 
with tho same fluency as bis native 
tongue. Mr. Donly was recommended 
to Sir Richard Cartwright in a resolu- 
tion by the board of directors of the 
Canadian Commercial League of Mexi- 
co, of which James H. McLeod is presi- 
dent. 

Ernest Ellis, valet to His Excellency, 
Marl Grey, who came out. with him on 
the Parisian, after a short illness of 
only six days, died of pneumonia this 
morning. ' 

The Ottawa Electric Railway Com- 
pany and tho post olllce department 
have root been able to come to terms 
regarding the new contract for the car- 
riage of mails between the city post 
ollice ami the railway stations. Mr. Mu- 
lock has decided that for t'he coming 
year mails will he carried to and 
from tho post oflico by horse vehicles. 

Major H. A. Rates, vice -consul-gen- 
eral in Valsada for Belgium, has been 
created Chevalier of the Distinguished 
Order of Leopold by tho King of Bel- 
gium. 

A despatch ; s on its way to the colon- 
ial office replying to the criticisms of tho 
Liverpool and other Chambers of Com- 
merce in Great Rritain on the customs 
regulations which went into effect Oc- 
tober 1st, regarding invoices, certificates 
and declarations. The contention of the 
authorities here is that they are really 
designed to assist British manufactur- 
ers, although at first they might cause a 
little worry and annoyance. These regu- 
lations 'had to bo framed in order to 
carry out effectively the anti-dumping 
law. The United States is the princi- 
pal country exporting to Canada which 
lias 'two prices for its product — that is 
the fair market value, as sold for homo 
consumption, and the slaughter price to 
the purchaser in Canada. The Dominion 
authorities could not discriminate 
against tho country in the matter of 
regulations, and. therefore, they liad to 
apply to Ureal Rritain equally as to all 
other countries in tho world. However, 
with the object of minimizing as much 
as possible the annoyance caused in 
Great Britain by the now regulations, a 
supplementary circular was issued to ex- 
porters today affecting shipments to 
'On; adn. Tho principal changes provide 
that the several certificates required 
may be consolidated without duplicating 
simi'i*- clauses, so long as sense remains 
as to value and origin without duplicat- 
ing according to the class of goods im- 
ported. A convenient form of consoli- 
dation is shown in the circular appli- 
cable to invoices of goods sold by an ex- 
po! ter prior to shipment tcy Canada. 



PUGILISTS FIX MATTERS. 

San Francisco, Dec. 27.— The charge 
of embezzlement preferred by "Bat- 
tling" Nelson, the pugilist, against 
Teddy Murphy, his manager, and Eddie 
iSautry, his sparring partner, was dis- 
missed today in the Police court. Nel- 
son declared the arrests 'were made 
while he was laboring under a misappre- 
hension of facts. The money in the 
property cleric's hands was then pro- 
duced, Nelson being given $0,001 and 
Murphy $2,100. 

JUTE MILLS ACCIDENT. 

A Seono of Panic When Power Engine 
Got in Trouble. 

New York, Dec. 27.— One man was 
instantly killed, another so 'seriously in- 
red that: lie may die, and the lives 
of hundreds of young women wore en- 
dangered today when the cylinder head 
of the great power engine in the Chel- 
sea Jute Mills in Williamsburg blew 
out. Engineer Charles Heobe was near- 
ly cut in two by a piece of flyiug iron, 
and his assistant. Daniel Ferrier, was 
terribly bruised. Twelve 'hundred young 
women wore at work in the building 
and the noise of the explosion, witli the 
(•scaping steam, threw- them into a 
panic. There was a wild rush to es- 
cape, in which many of them, were bad- 
ly bruised. 

Many had their clothing torn from 
their bodies and had not the few in 
the building manned the stairways and 
fought against tiie rush to get out, num- 
bcrs would undoubtedly have lost their 
lives.

St. Petersburg Journal Bluntly 
Says Navy Is In a Bad

St. Petersburg, Dee. 27.— -In an out- 
spoken article in reply to a recent let- 
ter of Admiral Birileff, which appealed 
to the Russiuns not to openly criticize 
tho condition of the navy, the Russ to- 
day declares the time is" passed for sil- 
ence in view of the fact that the "old 
system of concealing facts is responsible 
for t'he loss of 100,000,000 roubles worth 
of warships and has covered us with 
shamo and grief. It would be absurd 
to hide defects that can still be repair- 
ed in the shops which remain at Cron- 
stadt and Lilian. We have already 
criminally wasted enough time." 

The Russ enumerates the defects in 
the ships still, in Russian water, aver- 
ring that tho "peculiarities of structure 
of several of the vessels destined for the 
Par East make the voyage dangerous; 
and the torpedo boats are in .such shock- 
ing condition that it is a matter of sur- 
prise that tho authorities accept their 
delivery. Torpedo boats intended to re- 
inforce Vice Admiral Rojestvensky's 
must clearly not be despatched with the 
numerous defects which have been prov- 
ed to exist in them." 

la conclusion the Russ says: "Even if 
Admiral Rojestvensky is a clever leader 
and his 21,000 comrades arc heroic sail- 
ors, everyono knows that we have im- 
posed on them an almost superhuman 
task as a consequence of our not being 
furnished with a true account of the 
gravity of the events which 'have oc- 
curred since the fatal night of Febru- 
ary 8th."

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 27.— Dis- 
cussion of tho reform manifesto 
just issued by the Czar is wide- 
spread. The extremists, of course; 
are not satisfied and many of tho mod- 
erate Liberals are disappointed. The 
government note threatening drastic 
'measures in t'he event of a continuation 
of the agitation against the government 
in order to put a stop to the existing 
ferment, is resented deeply by them, and 
it is feared will Inflame rather than 
allay the present agitation. Harsh 
measures, it is understood, will, how- 
ever, bo avoided and the government 
expects that the solid nature of the re- 
forms offered will gradually draw to its 
support all except the extreme radicals. 

Pally as important as the govern- 
ment's Tesponso to the Zenistvosists is 
t'he position in which M. Wiiie is placed 
by confiding the reforms to the commit- 
tee, of ministers, of Which lie is presi- 
ident. The old finance minister becomes 
the man of the hour, confirming the re- 
ports that lie is again high imperial 
favor. 

Moreover, this body, the duties of 
Which heretofore have been purely per- 
functory, is raised to tho highest di«'» 
iiity and institutes for the first time a 
species of ministerial responsibility 
which is apt to make the committee of 
ministers a real cabinet. 

In addition to the ministers six grand 
Judges are members of tho committee. 
As the imperial manifesto directs the 
committee to ascertain "t'he best 
method" of carrying the reforms into 
effect, some papers, notably the Russ, 
find in these words that the committee 
may call in Zemstvos representatives. 
The general opinion is tlint the mani- 
festo represents a victory for Interior 
Minister Sviatnpolk Mirsky. and the 
conservative Liberals over M. Pobiedo- 
nostzefl:, procurator of the general holy 
synod, and the reactionaries, and prac- 
tically places the strong combination of 
M. Wit to and Svintopolk-Mirsk behind 
the government's programme. Tho 
vagueness in which the reforms are out- 
lined gives possibilities of expansion or 
limitation according as their ideas pre- 
vail. 

With a man of M. Wittc's domina- 
tion and force at the head of the com- 
mittee of ministers, tho general belief is 
that he will enable thorn to continue 
the fight on the ground that the mani- 
festo is in a conciliatory spirit, and 
represents the views of the Emperor, 
and that tho government note, with its 
covert threat of repression, is tho work 
of the bureaucracy, against which their 
campaign is aimed. The response of the 
people generally and of t'he extreme Lib- 
erals and revolutionaries to thej govern- 
ment's action is awaited with intense 
interest. No one imagines that any of

In Great Peril 



British Tramp Steamer Being 
Pounded to Pieces on Bar 
off New York. 



Llfe-8avers Make Ineffectual 
Effort to Rescue Captain 
and Crew. 



Xew York, Dec. 27. — Efforts to learn 
whether Captain Nicholson and tho 
crew of tho British trump steamer 
tDrumelzler are still aboard the vessel, 
which is aground on .the bar at Fire 
Island, have been unsuccessful, and to- 
night the life savers were still watch- 
ing from the beach in tho hope of com- 
municating with the ship. Hidden in 
•a black fog and pouuded by tierce .seas, 
the steamer tonight was in imminent 
danger of going to pieces, If her cap- 
tain and crew of thirty-two men are 
still in tho ship, they face almost cer- 
tain death in the heavy surf breaking 
over the sandy beach. 

The captain would not lot the .life- 
savers take off hia crew yesterday! when 
the seas were not running so high, and 
today it was too late to 'help them. 

No lifeboat in the world could lie 
launched in the teeth of the southeast 
gale that was blowing up great waves 
and crushing' them down on the shore. 

The fog was so thick that the strand- 
ed vessel could .nor .be seen from the 
Hhore two hundred yards away. Out 
on tho .sandbar, where the big vessel 
was seen rocking in the iwaves last 
night, there was nothing to be seen to- 
day but a black haze so dense that not 
own signal rockets could be seen from 
the shore. 

Two rescuing fugs were by the ves- 
sel last night, but no report was receiv- 
ed 'from them to-day, and it is thought 
that they may have fled to escape .the 
■wrath of the rising storm. 

The crews of both Uio Fire Island 
and Oak Island Life Saving stations 
were on the beach opposite the Driim- 
elzier to-night, but they were helpless. 
'They could bandy sec one another's 
face 'as (hey stood huddled over the fire 
they had built on the beach for warmth 
and .as a beacon light to the shipwreck- 
ed isailors. 

When night closed in yesterday, the 
Drnmel/.ier was lying on the bar where 
She ■struck- with two tugs standing by 
to give assistance. This morning tho 
life-savers looked seaward, but could 
see nothing of the stranded ship or the 
two tugs. There was a possibility that 
the fugs had pulled off the Drum'elzior 
in the night, but the life-savers believ- 
ed this improbable. 

'Phe wind frosiiened from the south- 
oast and the waves came in so fierce 
and heavy that the men on t'he beach 
Said 111111 there was no chance for any 
one on the ship. The only hope was that 
'the wrecking tugs had rescued the crew 
| in t he darkness. Tho Drumolzlei' be- 
longs to the Astral Shipping Coinpn ny, 
of Liverpool, England, but is .under 
charter to Barber & Company. Until 
recently the vessel was used between 
Baltimore and Dalquiry, Cuba, and her 
last two trips were very exciting. She 
encountered a hurricane that stove in 
all lioi* boats and nut a bole in her side. 
Three days overdue, she hobbled into 
Havana.

SEATTLE, Dee. 27— Total, .prohibi- 
tion of all salmon fishing on Pu- 
get Sound, on the Praser river 
and in all waters frequented tiy 
fish making for the Eraser river spawn- 
ing grounds during the years 1900 and 
l'JOS and the establishment of a weekly 
close season of thirty-six hours in all 
the Sound waters during the year I'JUo 
is tho programme of Paget Sound and 
British Columbia salmon canners, as 
decided upon at a mooting held last 
week in this city. In 1007 fish may bo 
caught without restraint save as to 
close-season regulations. 

It is the intention of the Paget Sound 
cannors to introduce and secure tho 
passage of a bill through the stato 
legislature at Olympia next session 
which shall make it unlawful for sal- 
mon of any kind to be taken during 
10'JU and l'JOS. Incorporated in the 
bill, which is now in course of prepar- 
ation, there is a clause relating to tho 
enforcement of a weekly thirty-six 
hours close season throughout itho en- 
tire Puget Sound district. 

This, in brief; is the heroic pro- 
gramme which lias been (adopted as 
presenting the only logical anethod of 
preserving the salmon industry. The 
agreement .was unanimous. 

The Sound canners Jikewiso expect 
the British Columbia canners to do 
their pint in securing necessary legis- 
lation for .those waters, both close sea- 
son and total prohibition during tho 
period of the industry is at a standstill 
on this side of the line. 

At the session whene this motion was 
taken Charles Corby, secretary of tho 
Puget Sound Associntiou, anado a short 
address to those present, tho anain fea- 
ture being tli-at unless both American 
and Canadian fishing interests co- 
operated to protect tho industry it 
would be entirely rained •within a few 
years. Ho ilield that the time of po- 
litical danger had nrrived and that it 
was necessary for both sides to pull 
together or one of tho greatest sources 
of revenue ■which tho Northwest en- 
joyed would bo but a memory. 

It is believed nioxt season will he the 
"big" year, or tho Xour-cyclo period, 
when tho heaviest run will be encoun- 
tered. Preparations are under way to 
handle >a record pack, and tho number 
of Chinese will bo greatly reduced by 
the installation of lal>or-«iving m- 
: chines that are coming into more gen- 
eral use, 

Apropos of the above despatch from 
Seattle, the following editorial appears 
in t'he. Vancouver News-Advertiser of 
yesterday: 

"That a-erisis has arrived in the sal- 
mon fishery — one of the most 'important 
of provincial industries — appears to bo 
fully realised by the canners who have 
millions of dollars invested in the busi- 
ness. The canners in the state of 
Washington are apparently equally 
alive to t'he seriousness of the situation 
which now confronts the industry- A 
great change has come over it within 
the. last: throe years. Until a recent 
date little attention was paid to the 
.question of the conservation of .the fish- 
ery. Judging from the course pursued 
it might have been thought that those 
engaged in it regarded the salmon lish- 
ery lis something that could not lit de- 
pleted.

Suit Commenced Yesterday In 
St. Paul In Effort to Break 
Combine. 



St. Paul, Mian., Dec. 27.— The attor- 
ney-general today began a suit by peti- 
tion in the United States District court 
here on behalf of the United Slates 
against the Goiieral Paper Company 
and other paper and pulp companies, 
comprising what is known of the paper 
trusts under an act of congress approv- 
ed .Inly 2, 1800, reading : "An act. to 
•protect trade and commerce against un- 
lawful restraints and monopolies." 

Tho petition alleges that the defen- 
dants entered into an agreement to com- 
bine and collect the sale of product of 
different companies throughout the Cen- 
eral Paper Company, in that tho Gen- 
eral Paper 'Company sales and Shipment 
and territory for the sale of the same, 
and after deducting operating expenses 
of the General Paper Company, divided 
the surplus among the members of tho 
corporation. / 

The petition recites that the General 
Paper Company was organized with a 
capital stock of $100,0(10, and that it 
became tho exclusive selling agent for 
the defend* ills with nbsolute power to 
control the output of the various mills, 
fix the price of all paper sold, and to 
whom ami upon what, terms and condi- 
tions tho paper should be sold; and into 
what slates and places it shall be ship- 
ped and what publishers and othrx cus- 
tomers each mill shall supply. Tho peti- 
tion alleges that in consequence of the 
combination, ail competition In the 
manufacture, sale and distribution of 
miner had been restricted and the price 
of all paper products greatly increased, 
particularly that of news prim, paper, 
which lias been increased about 50 per 
cent. It further slates that no deal- 
ers or newspapers or other consumers 
in tho territory west, of the Mississippi, 
with the exception of certain news- 
papers in St. Louis ami Chicago, can 
purchase any paper except directly 
through the General Paper Company, 
and tlieii only upon terms dictated by 
the latter. 

The court is asked to declare the al- 
leged combination unlawful and that the 
defendants be perpetually enjoined from 
doing any act in pursuance of the same, 
•that 'lie General Paper Company bo en- 
joined from acting as sales agents for 
the other defendants and thar the latter

Chicago, Dec. 27.— One of the most 
severe storms of years has raged be- 
tween the Rocky mountains aud the 
great lakes today, causing much troublo 
to street cars, railroads aud telegraphs. 

The latter were the greatest sufferers, 
au the blizzard was preceded by a heavy 
fog 'and Tain'. Railroad trains were bad- 
ly delayed, some being 24 hours lute, 
street car truffle was at a standstill. 
In its extent the storm was the most 
widespread of any in fifteen years. 
Counting the fog as a component part, 
the storm .stretched from the Rocky 
mountains to New York, and from Win- 
nipeg to New Orleans. At 10 o'clock 
tonight the storm was reported us sub- 
siding, at Kansas City, but it will bo 
several days before normal conditions 
are restored. 

At Chicago and east of here the storm 
is still raging with great violence, <iud 
• is expected to continue throughout the 
night, its centre apparently being be- 
tween Chicago and Cleveland. 

Renorts from Kansas City early to- 
day were that the storm was accom- 
■panied bv high winds and snow, which 
on the Iovel would have been about one 
foot in depth. The telegraph wires were 
down in all directions and it was -with 
<iuiiculty communication with the West 
imd Vorthwest was kept up. All trains 
throughout that part of the country 
were hopelessly behind' their schedule. 

All through western Iowa the storm 
raged with great fury. 

All trains in this section were report- 
ed from one to six diours late. In St. 
Paul the snow commenced to fall ear- 
ly last night and played 'havoc with 
the railroads and some trains from the 
Pacific coast were reported tonight as 
24 hours overdue. 

Nashville, Louisville, New Orleans 
and Memphis all reported heavy rains 
and a rapidly falling thercmometer and 
■terrific winds. In the Ohio valley the 
■first heavy rain in five months com- 
menced falling early in the day and con- 
tinued throughout the night. The storm 
was appreciated 'by the boatmen along 
the Oh'o and its tributaries for the stage 
of water in those streams has of late 
•Jioen low. 

The storm struck Chicago shortly 
after noon and increased with great ra- 
pidity until 5:50 o'clock, the wind at- 
taining a velocity of 72 miles an hour. 
By 7 o'clock it blew 50 miles an hour, 
where it remained throughout the night, 
with occasional gusts that in many sec- 
tions of the down town districts hurled 
pedestrians -from their feet and over- 
turned light delivery wagons. 

Between -noon and 7 o'clock in the 
■evening the mercury dropped from ol 
to 11 above 7.ero. The damage in tho 
city of Madison. Wis., is estimated at 
iibout $100,000. Indianapolis the damage 
done by the storm will be especially 
heavy in the oil fields, where fully five 
'hundred derricks were blowm down and 
all operations suspended. 

New York, Dec. 27. — So dense was 
the blanket of fog which liung over the 
harbor all day that business at the gov- 
ernment quarantine station was almost 
entirely suspended.' Not a single steam- 
er arrived and the Officials put in the 
day wailing for the fog to lift. 

A little puff of wind from the west 
this afternoon tore a hole in the fog 
bank, roreaJiug four steamers which 
3iad como in during the night and found 
anchorage off the .station. A tug with 
health oflicer-s on board immediately put 
out. and, after a lime, located the 
steamers and gave them permission to 
communicate with the sbore. They 
■were the steamers Roman and Sailor 
Prince, of the Prince line, the fruiter 
Avalon and the tank steamer Wheehaw- 
ken. 

Several steamers were due from for- 
eign porta today, and it is supposed that 
they are lying off Sandy Hook waiting 
for the fog to lift before attempting to 
come into the harbor.

R3B5EXTJ.ONS. 

Tho asltfltiop for n rendjustTOcnt of 
tin* entire Feuor.il relations of the Bo- 
niiinion and tlio 'Provinces is spreading 
to all parts or Canada. What is in view, 
(more psirtiorilarly at the present time, is 
the readjustment of financial relations 
but there are not waiting signs that 
•other features of the constitution will 
come in for consideration. On account 
of the negotiations that are soon to so 
•on between the Government of the 
Northwest and t'he Dominion authori- 
ties for the creation of one or two wore 
new Froviuces ill the West— and wfc use 
jriio expression in ita strictly proper 
connection— tlio more general question is 
.likely to crop up. In fact, it cannot 
very well ho overlooked. (Manitoba, for 
instance, .is tasking* that, when Pro- 
vincial -autonomy is being granted to 
the Northwest, her position if Confed- 
eration should bo reconsidered. She will 
.ask .not 'Only to have her boundaries en 
larged, but to have consideration token 
<>t' the fact that,, as a Province, she got 
no rights to the land. The Northwest 
wants control of the hind and "every- 
thing else" in sight, as one writer puts 
it. and Manitoba, on all fours in re- 
spect .to -general, . physical and political, 
conditions, will make a strong effort to 
have allowance made for any inequali- 
ties in .the. arrangement in favor of the 
;former. It is a question whether there 
.should bo two or three Provinces in the 
■prairie country. It is felt that the fewer 
Provinces, and,. ■consequently, fewer gov- 
ernment's, in the Dominion the better. 
With that in view many consider that 
the boundaries of Manitoba should be 
enlarged .and I that i there should be o»ly 
two Provinces between Ontario Ami 
British Columbia. To carry out that 
idea to its logical conclusion, 'the three 
Maritime Provinces should be thrown 
into one. Tho area of all three combin- 
ed, if increased eight times, would only 
then equal t hat of British Columbia, 
and with a ^population only about half 
that of Quebec 'and one-third of that of 
Ontario, It is absurd that there should 
be three sets of elaborate government 
machinery So do the work that one could 
do. By a consolidation of those three 
Provinces the new Legislature would be 
a body of some importance and the Gov- 
ernment one of considerable dignity. It 
would materially decrease the cost to 
tho -people as -well. In addition to these 
considerations come the claims of all 
the Provinces for increased subsidy, and 
the special claims of the Province of 
British Columbia. It is, therefore, 
wholly within the bounds of probability 
that the general question will be opened 
up by the A* r l'o:iitmcnt of a commis- 
sion or in some other way. We are quite 
sure that, if not when the question of 
the admission of new Provinces is be- 
ing considered, sooner or later there will 
be a general revision of the terms of 
union for all the Provinces, the basis 
of which will be a larger return to the 
• Provinces of the revenues contributed in 
the way of customs and inland revenue 
taxes to tlio Dominion— not by annro- 
nriatioris voted by the Dominion Parlia- 
ment, but by subsidies granted direct to 
the local Governments. 



THE BLAIR INCIDENT. 

Tlio mystery which hangs about the 
incident of tho rosiimnfi'jn of Hon. A. 
G. Blair from the chairmanship of tho 
Railway Commission, and his asso- 
ciation with Mr. David Russell, of 
Montreal, in that connection, while, 
perhaps, not growing deeper is not be- 
ing cleared away by the explanations 
of the various persons alleged to be im- 
plicated in a conspiracy to defeat the 
government. Mr. Blair is discreetly 
silent as to the reasons tor his 
resignation, but gives more -Sir less ex- 
plicit denial of what has been charged 
by the Toronto World and others as to 
his connection with the plot. The one 
puzzling thing, so far as foe is con- 
cerned, in the urgent mr.ure his 
resignation at a time calculated to do 
most injury to the government, profess- 
edly to take up work of a private nn- 
iture, more lucrative in oh:'. .Meter, 
which, however, so far as known, he 
lias nut yet. undertaken. Ilis action is 
nil tho more inexplicable in that he 
loft a large amount of work unfimybei' 
It is stated that, 'the evidence in u 
great many eases heard by the com- 
mission will all have to be taken over 
Wgfliu. The fact that he left tho oil) ■:■ 
suddenly at an inopportune time b 
r-trongly presumptive evidence of his 
resignation being intended as part of a 
political coup that failed to come oil' 
l'oi' reasons not yet explained. Up to 
date, the moral or political effect of 
his resignation has been very much 
less 'than nil, and his reputation as a 
strong, shrewd public man has greatly 
suffered. In fact, his standing in every 
way has been materially lowered 
•throughout: the country. When ho re- 
signed from his position as Minister 
of Hallways lie was promoted in the 
estimation of the public from the atti- 
tude of a clever politician lo that of a 
•patriotic statesman, who placed coun- 
try 'before position. Subsequently, 
when ho accepted the chairmanship of 
the Railway Commission his new- 
made (reputation sagged badly, ills 
latest tack has left him shipwrecked 
in the esteem of the public. 

.Mr. Russell, the chief figure in the 
mysterious "incident," lias given sot- 
crnl explanations to the public, none 
of them satisfactory. At first he stat- 
ed that he induced Mr. Blair to resign 
in order to afford him more congenial 
occupation in connection with interests 
of bis own. Another explanation was 
'that 'he, wished to relievo JVlr. Blair 
of a very embarrassing and uncom- 
fortable position inn a paid official of 
the government. Mr. Blair must hnvo 
quickly developed a very acuto con- 
sclenco iii an ofllco having a salary of 
$10,000 per annum attached, which 
few persons would have .regarded as 
«>ither "'uncomfortable*' or "ewbar- 



rassTupi." W.v. 'Russell gives a reason 
for acifdlnng La Prcsse, widen anakea 
the world wonder «t his inagnnnimitr 
and consideration for other people's 
haut&fess narid success in life. He says: 
"I <wm, ilt -is i*rue, instrumental in tho 
now cMpitulizutioh of La Presse. It 
was •■effected by a number of the ud- 
airirtfcsiof H. Godin, the brilliant young 
French-Omwidinn journalist, .'who has 
managed La Presse for the last fifteen 
years. Mr. Bertldaume being desirous 
of jwrtirfais, it was a good opportunity 
to give Mr. Godin the snine chances 
that -Mr. Beaithinume had." Consider- 
ing that tho price of La Presse was 
over .a million, Mr. Godin's future is 
appraised ruither highly. Again, as to 
the fact ot' other papers having been 
acquired at the same time, tlio whole 
•scheme, he snye, was part of a. busi- 
ness proposition looking towards their 
niovo. economical management. lie has 
boon, he says*- in negotiation with Bel- 
gian capita listis to build pulp and 
.paper mill* for a series of papers 
with huge circulation "independent of 
each, other but equipped with iutor- 
chiaugcable presses, no that one uni- 
form width of paper would suit every 
paper in the chain." It is interesting, 
as the Toronto World puts it, to know 
that everything "just happened" at a 
itimo and in <u way that led to a well- 
founded suspicion of « largo, deep-laid 
plot having been concocted of which 
these circumstances were mere coinci- 
dents. That there was something be- 
hind it nil is evident from this extract 
from a letter 'addressed by Mr. Russell 
to Mr. Danser'oau, the managing editor 
of La Presse, into which a volume can 
he read; not lo speak of the coldblood- 
ed nature of tho epistle: 

"1 understand that in ithe .past you 
QiavO largely directed and molded the 
.public ojunion of this paper, and upon 
uiroe questions particularly, namely: — 
"(l) That you have advocated n 
higher protection for the manufactur- 
ing interests of tho country. 

•'("2) That you have been opposed to 
the policy of Imperialism, as generally 
understood in England and by the Im- 
perial party in this country. 

"(.'>) That you have advocated the 
contract entered into by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific • With the Dominion gov- 
ernment and ratified by the recent Act 
of Parliament. 

"1 am prepared thifit the paper 
should support the protective policy 
.advocated by the paper in the past, 
and also should oppose the doctrine of 
Imperialism in this country. 

"You should also continue to defend 
the contract made between the Gov- 
ernment of Canada and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific against attacks that may 
be made against it by the public press 
opposed to the policy of the govern- 
ment until after the general election. 

"In the event of your death before 
November 3rd next Mr. Bertldaume 
(shall have Kho' rights herein conferred 
MjKm jyou." 

A PltOFESSOlt OF COLONIAL 
HISTORY. 

Mr. Bert, apparently nu intelligent 
and patriotic citizen of Great Britain, 
has come forward with an offer to con- 
tribute the sum of £1,310 per annum 
for seven years for the maintenance n' 
Oxford of a resident professor o* Col- 
onial History. .He also offers £50 for in 
annual tosssty on ithe value of Imrerial 
citizenship, and an additional £50 for 
the purchase of historical books, if at 
the end 'ef seven >years the experiment 
proves to be satisfactory, the donor will 
make the *»iri»viHion a permanent one. 
This endowment of n chair of Colonial 
History i«, of course, not sufficiently 
large to produce* extraordinary results 
for the present, but :it is significant of 
the change of feeling, which will, we 
have no doubt, be followed by other 
offers, placing the movement on a much 
more important basis.

Sliubert 's company offered tho tuneful 
tmU ipicburesquo opera-cominue at "A 
Oliinesb Hoiiojmioon," the joint artistic 
production of George Dance audi How- 
ard Talbot, which lK)th old London and 
New York resolutely refused to hare 
enough of for the better part of two 
entire seasons. 

And it may in justice be said Unit 
the verdict of "good show" 'has been 
passed by Victoria Theatre audiences 
upon each of the recent entertainments 
that Manager Boscowitz 'has provided 
for tho delectation of Oils clientele. 

When Shubort sent the Honeymoon 
eonstw-ards last (season, it was at the 
$2 rate, and Victoria was cold-iblooded- 
Jy cut out, since the large cities de- 
manded all tlie dales that the season 
contained. This season, either with a 
succession of oilier attractions to the 
fickle favor of the big towns, or with 
the organisation of a sufficient number 
of Honeymoon companies to go around, 
tho Sliubert organization was enabled 
to get all the way to Victoria, and it 
was made plain (hero just why it was 
that London demanded 425 performan- 
ces of the humor and music crowded 
nkit, and New York insisted upon no 
fewer than 1063 — and then stood ready 
to welcome a reproduction whenever it 
can be arranged. 

The company eent to the coast 
this ^enson 'has dropped the top 
price to $1.50, but 'has not reduced the 
general standard of the piece. It is an 
well dressed and as picturesquely 
mounted as of yore, the company in 
tho "thinking parts" contains _ many 
statuesque damsels, and the principal 
roles are well balanced and satisfying, 
albeit the faces are not those who visit- 
ed the Pacific seaboard in the 1003 ag- 
gregation under the Sliubert generalship. 

Their successors are for the most part 
no strangers 'here. John L. Kearney, 
who as the Sammy Pineapple, played 
hero last with Hoyt's "Stranger In New 
York." George li. Urodoriek, here many 
years ago with Fanny Rice, and later 
with die first coast-touring "Burgomas- 
ter" brigade, has supplanted W, II. 
Clarke as the Emperor of Ylang Ylang. 
Mnbella Baker is the official mother-in- 
law, and Kveleen Dunmore and Rogina 
McAvoy are respectively the, Soo Soo 
arid the Mrs. Pineapple, good-looking 
and musical-voiced. Each in his or her 
part does ample justice to the humor of 
tho piece and to the musical score, 
which is, for a wquder in modern opera- 
farce, an evidence in itself of inuslc- 
ianly thought and a quality of popular 
composition at least akin to genius. 

But it is the Pi Fi of Misn Georgina 
Bryton that is the hit of the production. 
Miss Bryton had the honor of creating 
ithe part, and it fits her like a perfect 
glove. A comedienne in opera is some- 
tiling of a novelty here: a comedienne 
of true infectious humor is a ram avis. 
And when that rara avis is a songbird 
— why no wonder the five times multi- 
plied 'recalls and the general enthusiasm 
such as Miss Bryton won yesterday 
evening, tier's is the personal triumph 
of the show. The last year Interpreter 
of the eccentric Fi Fi role was Miss 
Tohv Claude, upon whom the public 
agreed that there could be few improv- 
ers. Miss Bryton proves to be one of 
those few — or perhaps all of them. She 
certainly lias won her own little place 
in Victoria 'hearts, and with tne thea- 
tregoers of this city, dislodgmcnt of a 
favorite is a hard matter.' 

There are u number of changes In the 
musical numbers this year and several 
interpolations ' are successfully 'brought 
forward. The "Mr. Dooley," "Leadei 
of Frocks and Frills, "Lay of a Jay" 
and imitations of Anna Held have been 
eliminated for more up-to-date mater- 
ial. For example the greatest song suc- 
cess of the piece proves to be "Oolong 
Li." which is a good whistling and hum- 
ming air, and Kearney gives "The Tat- 
tle Street in Heaven That Is Called 
• Broadway,',' which, while it is reminis- 
cent; goes jauntily and tunefully, and 
deserves the warm reception Victoria 
accorded it. Fi Pi's song hit "I Want 
to be a Lidy" also "went big" in the 
vernacular, and like all the little lady's 
work was well wortli while. 

There is muuh more meat in "A Chill 
ese Honeymoon" than in the vast may 
jority of. the modern comic operas, and 
those who have not yet .seen it, iltave a 
treat in store. Luckily for those in 
Victoria, who as yet are numbered 
among the unfortunate, the company 
was booked here for two evenings — and 
tonight offers a last opportunity, i 

And once again it is no taking of 
chances on the advance agent's prom- 
ises. Last evening's audience 'attest tlio 
excellence of company nnci show. The 
remit should be a crowded house for 
this evening's final Victoria perform- 
ance.

The past tells us 
that the best thing a state can do to se- 
cure her stability and prosperity Is to edu- 
cate the people. Money spent for the edu- 
cation of the citizens of the state is never 
lost to the state. "This people perish 
through lack of knowledge," said the He- 
brew sage, and his aphorism is true of our 
(lay. Our tail: of practical education Is 
wide of the mark. What we need Is not 
carpenters or clerks, or butchers, or black- 
smiths, or teachers, or preachers — but. 
men. Manhood is what we need, it is 
the most valuable" asset in any country. To 
be always seeking after the useful does 
not become free and exalted souls. The 
true question Is, how will our boys and 
girls be fitted for the practice of "virtue. 
"We are weak; we need strength. We 
are born stupid; we have need of judg- 
ment. All that wo hnve not at our birth, 
but which we need when we are grown, Is 
given us by education."

The Japanese Will Make a Base

Advices have been received by the 
IocaJ consul of the Japanese govern- 
ment diat flie Mikado's government is 
.warning all shinning to -keep outside 
a twenty-mile Hue from the shore 
when passing the Pescadores. The 
iPesc'adore inlands, virion were part -of 
tlie. territorial fruits uf victory result- 
ant from the China- Japanese -war of 
■ten yours not included in the lands 
which the European powers forced 
japan to return, are situate between 
J)\»ruiosa, another Japanese posses- 
sion, and the coast o£ Cluna, in Uic 
straits Of Kormosa. uV member of the 
Ootonfet stair who recontlly rfetrarned 
■from Japan learned of the intention 
of the Japanese government to erect 
fortification^ there and in Formosa, 
■and according to advices recently re- 
ceived in Associated Tress despatches, 
it would seem that the Japanese oavy 
intend to make the islands the base 
for their; expected battle with the fleets 
■which Russia is sending to Asiatic 
waters. ' .. . 

This .warning will have a distinct 
interest to ' the steamers engaged in 
the Oriental service which, on then- 
way to Hongkong, pass through are 
Pouimoeari strait in which the Pesca- 
dores are situate, Jying off the For- 
miosan coast. The coming of the Rus- 
sian warships will also have wn inter- 
est to many of the steamers engaged 
in service between this coast arid Jap- 
anese ami Russian ports in the 1' ar 



East, for it is a notorious fact that 
many of these vessels are carrying con 
tra'baud of war. The steamer Mon- 
golia, which i sailed yesterday from 
San Francisco, carried 13,000 tons of 
cargo in her lS,000-ton cargo which 
would be considered contraband of 
war, and but for the unhappy plight 
of the Czar's Asiatic squadron - the 
Mongolia's voyage would have in it 
much o£ the thrill and un.vioAy of 
.blockade running. There is no block- 
ade, however, and the Japanese are 
.making the most of the temporary 
paralysis of the Czar's naval arm. 

The insurance men are, however, 
looking to the future, and higher war 
•risks are being quoted on cargoes 
destined to Oriental ports within the 
■war zone. That Londoners regard the 
patrol established along the precincts 
claimed by the Russians us an effect; 
ive one, is evident from the fact Quo- 
tations on war risks for sailings to 
Vladivostok, received today, range 
from 20 to 30 per cent., the highest 
yet paid. Three steamers — the Olyni- 
pia, Centennial and Tacoma — are to 
sail from the Sound with contraband 
goods, comprising Hour, foodstuffs of 
other kinds and various freight destin- 
ed for the use of the Czar's fighting 
forces, aind they will pay the insurance 
as quoted. The rate is graded accord- 
ing to the speed of the steamers, as 
the fleetest craft secures a cheaper 
covering.

Advices have been received from 
Dawson that seven passenger ami 
freight steamers of the Northern Com- 
mercial Company's Yukon licet, and 
four freight barges of the White Pass 
& Yukon Railway Company, lie in a 
perilous position on a precipitous pro- 
montory on the Yukon river, opposite 
Dawson, with practically no chance o£ 
avoiding being ground to splinters when 
the Ice breaks in the river next spring. 
Unless a miracle .intervenes, in the opin- 
ion of well-informed Yukon river pilots 
and masters, the ice break next spring 
will pound the sliips to small bits and 
there will he a woeful lack of transpor- 
tation facilities between Dawson and 
the Tauhna country at the beginning of 
next season. 

The vessels thus imperiled have al- 
ready been badly damaged. They were 
p|aced in a slough near Dawson for the 
winter early last November. They were 
in a sheltered spot, and it was thought 
that they would emerge in the spring in 
,,ood shape. An unexpected breaking of 
the ice last November, about a mouth 
ago, drove them out of their basin, or 
resting place, and threw them up 
against a steep hill on the bank ot" the 
Yukon, looking northwest of Dawson. 

The course of the ice in the sprin 
break-up of the Yukon is such that 
there is little hope that any of the 
steamers or barges will ever be in com 
mission again. They lie right in the 
path of the annual ice gorge in the Yu 
kon river, and are backed up against a 
steep and rocky hill. It is believed that 
the ice will certainly crush them against 
the hi'.l till not a splicer is left. 

How serious will be the result of this 
condition of affairs can only be guessed 
at this time. The vessels which were 
imperiled by. the unusual and unfore- 
seen break-tip of the Yukon last month 
are: Steamers' Susie. Lavelle, Young. 
Sarah. Louise, Rock Island, Tanana and 
Oil City; and four barges owned by the 
White Pass & Yukon railway. 

The steamers Susie, Louise and Oil 
Cih- are jammed against the hillside, 
and are partly above the level of the 
river. The Louise as reported to have 
sustained very considerable injuries, her 
hull 'having been smashed in several 
places. The steamer Sarah lies portly, 
on top of a bnrge of the railroad com- 
pany. The four steamers named are in 
front of the fleet and will receive the 
firs-t shock from the ice gorge when the 
river breaks next spring. 

All the steamers were assembled in 
the slough near Dawson so as to be 
available for the spring rush to Pair- 
banks. They constitute the whole of the 
available fleet of the Northern Commer- 
cial Company, which lias its headquart- 
ers at San Francisco.

Mail advices from the Orient contain 
a description of the finding of a float- 
ing mine by a United States cruiser. An 
officer on the United Stales cruiser New 
Orleans furnished a brief description of 
the mine brought ill 'here a short time 
TT -p ' . j ago by the Apping, says the Ohefoo 

' 3L1 * microscopq rjaily News. This mine was destroyed 
by a shot from oje of the guns of l4io 
New Orleans. The officer stated that 
the mine was globular and about three 
ml one-half feet in diameter, l.t was 
f lead, and was studded with lend 
pikes. The spikes of this class of Will') 
re hollow, and contain a glass tube. 
The glass tube' contains some .sort of 
liquid. The particular mine was "load- 
ed with about 250 pounds of gun cot- 
ton. The spikes being of lead, very slight 
contact will bend them. Bending the 
spike breaks the glass tube within. The 
liquid is thus released and completes the 
circuit, over which passes a weak elcc- 
[rjc current, generated by a small dry 
battery. An electric spark ignites a 
small charge of gunpowder, the ex- 
plosion of which causes tho gun cotton 
to explode, "and there you are." The 
vessel which gets in Wio way of- this 
missile does all the re.st.

A decision which is declared by Jus- 
tice Brown, of the Supreme court of the 
United States to supersede the previous 
decisions and the practice of the courts 
for forty years was rendered by the 
Federal court of last resort recently ill 
Hie ease of the United States vs. Evans.
